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This is a decision on the renewed petition, filed August 1, 2008, which is being treated 
as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 (no fee) requesting withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment in the above-identified application. 

In response to the decision mailed on June 19, 2008, petitioner submits the present 
renewed petition along with a legible copy of a docket record. 

The showing required to establish the failure to receive the Office action, under 37 CFR 
1.181, must consist of the following: 

1 . a statement from practitioner stating that the Office action was not received 
by the practitioner; 

2. a statement from the practitioner attesting to the fact that a search of the file

3. a copy of the docket record where the non received Office action would have 
been entered had it been received and docketed must be attached to and 
referenced in the practitioner's statement.
